The  Romin'  Collars,  who  were 
seen  recently  on  national  TV 
singing  "Mrs.  Robinson"  on  the 
same  program  with  Senator  Eu- 
gene McCarthy,  will  be  appear- 
ing here  for  the  second  time  in 
two  years. 

The  Romin'  Collars  are  study- 
ing to  be  Paulist  Priests  —  an 
adaptable  American  community 
founded  in  New  York  in  1858  and 
dedicated  to  meeting  the  special 
religious  needs  of  each  age.

of  Dr.  Dennett  from  the  English 
Office,  which  would  hardily  al- 
ter the  official  reality  of  the 
good  Doctor's  position.  Further- 
more, has  it  occurred  to  you 
clamorers  for  justice  that  Dr. 
Dennett  is  the  only  member  of 
the  department  with  the  cre- 
dentials and  experience  to  hold 
the  position?  There  are  only  two 
other  Doctors  in  the  English  De- 
partment —  Dr.  Purcell,  who  is 
so  totally  submerged  in  his  work 
with  the  student  teachers  that 
the  position  would  be  an  added 
burden,  and  Dr.  Quigley,  a  re- 
cent addition  to  the  department, 
who  arrived  on  the  Campus 
just  this  semester.

It  is  the  trend  of  the  student 
body  to  criticize  the  administra- 
tion and  faculty  and  I'm  sure  the 
faculty  has  a  few  choice  words 
for  the  student  body.  But  this 
battle  will  continue  until  someone 
decides  to  do  something  about  it. 
Certainly  outwardly  condeming 
Dr.  Dennet  and  Dean  Fitzgib- 
bons  as  was  done  in  the  last 
issue  isn't  going  to  bring  har- 
mony. Sure,  we  are  all  free  to 
voice  and  opinion  but  we  need 
not  condemn  especially  without 
more  facts.  As  students,  we 
hate  to  be  condemned  by  in- 
structors when  they  tell  us  we 
don't  work  hard  enough  and 
that's  why  we  failed  especially 
when  we  know  full  well  we  did 
our  best.  We  all  have  problems, 
some  of  us  are  married  and 
have  children  which  need  our 
attention  before  books;  some  of 
us  are  holding  two  jobs  just  to 
be  able  to  get  through  college 
financially  and  some  instructors 
don't  take  time  out  to  become 
aware  of  this.  We  are  condemn- 
ed, you  claim!  Why  not?  The 
whole  student  body  does  it  to 
the  faculty.  In  the  long  run  this 
war  brings  bitterness  and  the 
bitterness  brings  apathy. 

Another  cry  of  "Apathy,"  at 
FSC  concerns  the  social  life. 
FSC  is  notorious  in  all  ends  of 
Massachusetts  as  being  socially 
dull.  I  dare  say  this  is  the  fault 
of  the  students-.  If  they  don't 
support  their  own  functions  who 
else  is  going  to?  A  Commuters' 
school  anywhere  is  never  thriv- 
ing with  activity  mainly  because 
commuters  don't  have  to  make 
their  school  a  home.  I'm  sure 
the  dorm  students  here  are 
frustrated.  I'm  glad  I'm  not  one! 
Maybe  if  FSC  sponsored  a  few 
mixes  with  other  schools  we'd 
all  get  out  of  this  rut  of  thinking 
of  "poor  us  with  nothing  to  do"! 

I  breezed  through  the  1968 
FSC  catalogue  last  night  and 
found  what  I  think  may  be  a 
reason  for  the  scholastic  apathy 
around  the  college.  A  good  deal 
of  the  instructors  come  from 
such  high  class,  competative 
colleges  and  universities  as  Har- 
vard, Radcliff,  Columbia,  UNH. 
BC  and  BU.  There  are  a  few 
who    attended   less    competative 


places  as  FSC.  The  point  I'm 
trying  to  make  is  that  the 
majority  of  instructors  come 
from  a  scholastic  environment 
where  perfection  is  a  must; 
where  the  competition  is  against 
the  best  scholars  in  the  nation 
and  where  these  instructors 
saturated  many  shirts  with 
sweat  to  get  through.  When  one 
is  used  to  perfection  and  com- 
petition with  geniuses  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  accept  a  slower  pace. 
But  let's  be  honest,  not  many 
of  us  here  are  geniuses.  Most 
of  us  are  average  or  above 
average.  Our  best  may  be  Har- 
vard's worst.  It  certainly  must 
be  frustrating  for  the  instructors 
and  I  know  it  is  frustrating  for 
the  students.  No  wonder  scholas- 
tic apathy  prevails  —  the  in- 
structors can't  get  through  and 
the  students  can't  comprehend. 
Of  course  there  are  some  in- 
structors who  are  doing  a  fine 
job  of  getting  through  but  if  we, 
at  FSC  were  as  scholastic  alert 
as  some  at  Radcliff  or  UC  at 
Berkeley  we'd  all  have  scholar- 
ships and  be  there.  Who's  to 
blame  for  this?  No  one  —  that's 
life!  What  can  be  done?  —  How 
about  some  more  understand- 
ing? 

Maybe  I've  said  nothing  to 
arouse  a  thought  in  anyone,  but 
instead  of  bellowing  "Apathy" 
everyday,  I  wanted  to  bring  out 
a  few  points  I  feel  are  worth 
taking  into  consideration  by  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administra- 
tion.

together  since  1963  and  are  the 
present  representatives  of  a 
worthy  movement  started  during 
the  Festival  of  Britain  some 
years  back.  A  group  of  literary- 
minded  students,  who  felt  that 
poetry  was  composed  to  be  en- 
joyed and  not  to  be  relegated  to 
mountain  tops  where  only  the 
highest  raptures  and  deepest 
agonies  of  human  experience 
were  unveiled,  decided  to  sell 
sheets  of  poems  from  a  barrow. 

Certain  practical  restrictions 
such  as  money  for  a  license 
proved  a  stop-gap.  The  present 
group  stuck  it  out  and  began  to 
wander  from  pub  to  pub,  recit- 
ing poetry  to  all  who  would  lis- 
ten, and  playing  music  when 
their  voices  temporarily  failed. 
Their  repertoire,  which  em- 
bodied their  self-expressed  pur- 
pose —  "to  make  poetry  a  pub- 
lic matter"  —  increased  along 
with  an  expanding  enthusiastic 
audience. 

Last  year  their  success  reach- 
ed the  Arts  Council  of  Great 
Britain  which  joined  a  rapidly 
growing  list  of  sponsors,  and 
provided  a  subsidy.  The  Barrow 
Poets  moved  from  pubs  to  uni- 
versity auditoriums  and  music- 
halls,  among  the  latter  the  May- 
fair  Theatre  and  Queen  Eliza- 
beth Hall,  with  standing-room- 
only  signs  an  immediate  conse- 
quence. 

BBC  Television  appearances 
and  two  best-selling  discs  fol- 
lowed. Recently  they  broke  a 
long  precedent  of  "no  encores" 
at  the  Lord  Mayor's  Midsum- 
mer Banquet  when  such  dis- 
tinguished audience  members  as 
Dame  Edith  Evans,  Sacheverell 
Sitwell,  Rod  Steiger  and  Fland- 
ers and  Swan  led  a  tremendous 
ovation.
